GUADALCANAL: 

Full Scale Fight 

News of full scale fighting on 
Guadalcanal island came to an ap¬ 
prehensive America as U. S. soldiers 
and marines bore the brunt of con¬ 
tinued Japanese attacks. The en¬ 
emy bolstered its push with fresh 
reinforcements, landing them on the 
northwestern end of the island. 

The Japs opened their big attack 
by laying down a heavy artillery 
barrage and then using tanks and 
troops against the Americans’ de¬ 
fense lines. In the first two days of 
fighting, United States forces re¬ 
pulsed five tank attacks with artil¬ 
lery. The navy communique did not 
mention American tanks. 

Prior to sending their ground 
forces into action, the foe smashed 
at Henderson field—with costly re¬ 
sults for themselves. The Japs sent 
over 16 bombers escorted by 20 Zero 
fighters. Grumman Wildcats, pilot¬ 
ed by marines, shot down all of the 
fighters, one of the bombers and 
damaged three additional bombers. 

Japanese shipping in the Solomons 
area was the target of American 
pilots. The fliers chalked up two 
Jap cruisers and one destroyer dam¬ 
aged, another cruiser probably dam¬ 
aged and one heavy cruiser or bat¬ 
tleship possibly damaged. 

Three attacks were made by Doug- I 
las dive bombers on a force of cruis¬ 
ers and destroyers north of Florida 
island—13 miles north of Guadal¬ 
canal. The navy communique said 
one enemy cruiser was damaged by 
bombs and the force withdrew. 

Cooperation 

Meanwhile, from General MacAr- 
thur’s headquarters in Australia 
came word of continuing Allied 
bombing raids on Jap bases north 
of the Solomons. Approximately 
100,000 tons of shipping were de¬ 
stroyed or damaged in three nights 
of bombing at Rabaul, New Britain. 

Other Allied bombers attacked 
Kavieng, New Ireland, scoring direct 
hits on Jap fuel dumps and installa¬ 
tions. Fires were visible for 90 
miles. 

Medium bombers were in action 
6ver Dutch Timor, north of Australia, 
where they bombed grounded air¬ 
craft on the airdrome at Koepang, 
starting numerous fires. 

RUSSIA: 

Relief Army 

At points the battle line in Stalin¬ 
grad had been driven to within 600 
yards of the Volga as the struggle 
for that vital city reached its climax. 
While the Soviet reports told of beat¬ 
ing off constant Nazi attacks, these 
same communiques admitted that 
the Germans gained important 
streets and buildings in other sec- ! 
tiona of the stricken city. 

To the northwest, the Soviet "re¬ 
lief army" battled forward. After 
one advance this force found 3,000 
German troops dead and dying in 
trenches and dugouts. In one in¬ 
habited locality 600 Rumanians were 
killed and many captured. 

Germany’s final, all-out drive for 
the city of Stalingrad itself was just 
part of the news from Russia, how- I 
ever, for in the Mozdok area of the ! 
Caucasus the Nazi advance had been 1 
slowed to a standstill; on the Black j 
sea Russian marines were throwing i 
back a strong Nazi drive southeast ! 
of Novorossisk; and on the Voronezh 
sector of the upper Don two Ger- I 
man platoons were slaughtered try- | 
ing to cross a water barrier. (Be- ' 
lieved to be the Don river.) 


COFFEE: 

One Cup a Day 

i Coffee will be rationed throughout 
the nation beginning November 28 
on the basis of one pound each five 
weeks for all persons over 15 years 
of age, under an order issued by 
the Office of Price Administration. 

On the basis of 35 to 40 cups per 
pound, the ration means slightly 
more than a cup a day a person. So 
that merchants can stock their 
shelves, retail sales of coffee will be 
frozen at midnight, November 21. 

First of all the rationed coffee will 
be purchased on the last stamp in 
the sugar ration book, stamp No. 28. 
Following rationed coffee will be is¬ 
sued by working backward through 
the sugar stamp book, using stamps 
No. 28 to 19, in sequence. 

Eligibility will be determined by 
the age shown on the sugar book. 

RAF BOMBERS: 

Over Italy 

Long-range RAF bombers struck 
750 miles across France and Switzer¬ 
land to ravage sections of northern 
Italy and to smash the port of Genoa 
in the heaviest raids of the war on 
Hitler's henchmen. 

Targets included the great Genoa- 
Milan-Turin industrial triangle, site 
of Italy’s principal aircraft and ship¬ 
building works. The day before, 
RAF planes left Genoa flaming un¬ 
der two-ton "block buster” bombs. 

The British air ministry announced 
that many large fires were set at 
Genoa, and the raid drew the almost 
unheard of admission from Rome 
radio that the bombers caused heavy 
damage. While the bombers also 
attacked other points, they concen¬ 
trated their incendiaries and heavy 
explosives on Genoa, Italy’s chief 
port. 

The reason for the heaviest attack 
on Genoa was obvious. That port 
city is a vital supply terminal for 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel in Af¬ 
rica. It is also the site of aircraft 
parts and munition works. 

NORTH AFRICA: 

Libya Bound 

When the British launched the 
“biggest battle" of Egypt, military 
experts knew that the objective was 
to crush the Africa Corps of Nazi 
General Rommel and drive the Axis 
forces deep into Libya, there to 
crush and destroy it. While it was 
easy to arrive at this fact it was a 
more difficult task to determine 
whether or not this represented the i 
much sought “Second Front." 

While the first reports of this new [ 
offensive by the British and other 
United Nations forces revealed that 
the Germans were being shoved 
back by the quick thrusts of air 
and land power nobody was under- j 
estimating the tremendous task j 
ahead. 

To nullify the German Africa 
Corps and to open more the Medi¬ 
terranean sea lanes is a big job. 
But it appeared that the British at¬ 
tack had been well prepared and 
long planned. It had been made 
possible only because huge quanti¬ 
ties of supplies had been poured into 
Egypt from America. These came 
through by way of the big U. S. base 
in Eritrea, on the Red sea. 

U. S. planes were co-operating 
with the British but no large num¬ 
bers of American ground troops 
were reported in this action. And it 
was in the air that the United Nations 
first showed their strongest power. 
For once Rommel did not rule the 
skies.

DEMOCRACY STREAMLINING 

If the President and the country 
want to get a full realization of how 
I democracy is streamlining for ac¬ 
tion they should think back to the 
summer of 1941, just one year ago, 
when, for what seemed like unend¬ 
ing weeks, the congress stewed over 
extension of the selective service 
act. 

Senate and house isolationists were 
haranguing the galleries on the iniq¬ 
uities of keeping the boys more than 
one year in camp; telling the public 
how the navy was already convoy¬ 
ing ships; revealing in advance that 
Roosevelt had sent troops to Ice¬ 
land. 

Finally by the thin margin of one 
vote, 203 to 202, and thanks to the 
sage generalship of Speaker Sam 
Rayburn, the selective service act 
was extended. Had it not been for 
that narrow victory, we should have 
had no army to rush to Australia, 
and the whole war effort would have 
received a tragic set-back. 

But last week, a war-geared house 
of representatives passed the 18-19 
year draft extension act in three 
days; and it should be passed by 
the senate and signed by the Presi¬ 
dent inside the week. 

Politically and personally, nobody 
wanted the 18-19 year draft exten¬ 
sion. It was the worst time to pass 
it, just before elections. But con¬ 
gress is doing a much better job 
than most people realize for stream- i 
lined democracy.

ATROCITY PICTURES 

A strong debate is raging among 
! propaganda chiefs over the question 
of atrocity stories and pictures. The 
government has received a lot of 
such material from Allied sources, 
especially the Chinese and Poles, in- 
‘ eluding such horrible scenes as Jap- 
, anese attacking Chinese women, and 
pouring oil on live bodies before 
; setting the torch to them. 

Opponents of publication argue 
that the atrocity stories of the last 
war were largely invented, and 
when so exposed left the public dis¬ 
illusioned; thus the people might 
now react unfavorably and charge 
the government with pulling the 
same tricks. 

Other officials argue, however, 
that the material is authentic, that 
it is not posters and rumors, but ac¬ 
tual photographs, and the public 
should know what sort of enemies 
we are fighting. 

It is apparently a part of the Ger¬ 
man psychological warfare to treat 
British and Americans with reason¬ 
able humaneness in order to keep us 
lulled in a state of moderate war¬ 
fare. They save their worst tricks 
for the conquered nations and the 
Russians. 

The Poles and Chinese are urging 
use of the material as a necessary 
means of fully arousing the Ameri¬ 
can public to the menace. 

Elmer Davis’ Office of War Infor¬ 
mation is set to go, once the debate 
is settled.

DAIRY MANPOWER 

Forthright Sen. Berkeley Bunker 
of Nevada had a long talk with the 
President the other day on the war 
manpower problem, in which he em¬ 
phasized the need of swift action to 
meet the labor shortage on dairy 
farms. 

“I’m from a farm area myself 
and I know what these dairy people 
are up against,” said Bunker. "Un¬ 
less we move fast we will have a 
serious shortage next year. Already, 
many farmers are beginning to 
slaughter their dairy herds because 
they can’t get help to tend them.” 

The President admitted the prob¬ 
lem was serious, and assured Bunk¬ 
er that the War Manpower commis¬ 
sion was aware of it. He added, 
however, that he doubted any steps 
the government might take to re

termined by a government appraiser. 
The applicable OPA ceiling price will 
be paid. If a tire or tube requires re¬ 
pair, the price paid will be the ceiling 
price, less the cost of repairing. In 
no case will the price be less than 
the price for scrap rubber, except 
where the individual chooses to give 
the tire or tube to the government. 

The seller will receive a check (c. 
War Bonds and Stamps, if he pre¬ 
fers) from the nearest federal re¬ 
serve bank for the tires or tubes sold 
to the government. 

All passenger car owners who ap¬ 
ply for a basic supplemental, or fleet 
gasoline ration must turn in al! 
excess passenger type tires, even if 
such tires were to be used on com¬ 
mercial motor vehicles or ofl'-the- 
road equipment. (For example, a 
person owning a taxicab equipped 
with ten 6:50 x 16 tires, and also 
owning a private passenger vehicle 
equipped with five 5:50 x 17 tires, 
must if he desires a gasoline ration 
for the private passenger vehicle, 
turn in five of the 6:50 x 16 tires.) 

Altho the sale of excess tubes and 
truck tires is not required, the plan 
provides for their purchase by the 
government if the owner wishes to 
sell them.

I bet they're both very smart 
dogs, aren't they? At least I'm sure 
Jimmie would say so. 

Well, there isn't anything much to 
write about, except I just wanted to 
celebrate my anniversary in the 
army by a letter to you. With love to 
all—“May God bless you.”

LESSON TEXT— Deuteronomy 8:4-9, JO- 
18; II Timothy 3:14, 15 
GOLDEN TEXT— Train up a child In the 
way he should go; and when he Is old. he 
will not depart from It.— Proverbs 22:6. 


The religious life of the home is a 
determining factor in the life of the 
child, for it is in the home that the 
child’s whole existence centers and 
from which he receives the repeated 
impressions, day by day, which de- 
, termine character and destiny. Then 
too, it is in the home that the par¬ 
ent has the opportunity to demon¬ 
strate the reality of the faith pro¬ 
fessed in the church and to show 
the child that Christianity really 
counts in the ordinary experiences 
of life. 

I. By Recognizing God's Word 

(Deut. 6:4-9). 

Twice a day the orthodox Jew re¬ 
peated the words of verses 4 and 5, 
"the Shema,” in his time of prayer, 
morning and night. It was the 
foundation of his faith, declaring the 
oneness of God in a world of many 
heathen gods, and calling for com¬ 
plete and absolute devotion to Him. 

But it was not enough that these 
words should be repeated in the 
service, they were to be taught with 
all diligence to the children and to 
be a normal and natural part of their 
daily conversation. 

Here is a matter of great signifi¬ 
cance to us. The faith which we 
profess in the church must be effec¬ 
tively brought into the home. It is 
not enough to carry a Bible on Sun¬ 
day, it should be in use in the 
home throughout the week; not only 
in family worship, but in the inci¬ 
dentals of daily life. 

The family altar has gradually 
disappeared, and it is regrettable 
that it has, for the testimony of gen¬ 
erations indicates that in family 
worship some of the most useful 
men and women of all ages have re¬ 
ceived the direction of life which 
made them great for God. 

Let us not readily assume that it 
is not possible for us to have a fam¬ 
ily altar simply because of the dif¬ 
ficulties of time, place, etc. But if 
we cannot have such worship regu¬ 
larly, let us show our children that 
we have a real interest by reading 
our Bibles, by sharing some bless¬ 
ing found therein with them, and by 
making prayer the natural thing in 
the home at all times, not just in 
hours of trial or adversity. Let us 
recognize God's Word in our family 
life. 

II. By Remembering God's Bless¬ 
ing (Deut. 6:20-25). 

The nation that forgets its past 
will have no future worth remem¬ 
bering. The Israelites were to re¬ 
call that the glorious history of 
God’s loving kindness toward them 
bore testimony to the truth of His 
Word and to the faithfulness with 
which He had kept them. Their 
young people would thus be encour¬ 
aged to trust God for the future. 
“Hitherto the Lord hath helped,” 
means that henceforth we may 
count on Him. 

In every nation there are those 
occasions of history where only God 
could deliver—and He did. The rec¬ 
ollection of such events in a way 
which will give the glory to God 
rather than to man will strengthen 
faith and cause men to look to God 
in the hour of need, and to thank 
Him in the day of victory. 

In the family too, we should culti¬ 
vate the sacred memories of God's 
deliverance, of His blessing, of the 
joy of His fellowship in bright as 
well as threatening moments. Chil¬ 
dren who hear such matters grate¬ 
fully rehearsed in the home have 
an effective anchor in a time of 
storm. 

III. By Continuing in God’s Grace 

(II Tim. 3:14, 15). 

That which we learn of Christ and 
of God’s Word is to be translated 
into living for Christ. The experi¬ 
ences of grace and the remem¬ 
brance of God’s blessing of child¬ 
hood are not for that period of life 
alone but for a continuing in God's 
grace. This carries our thought a 
bit beyond the responsibility of the 
parent to provide the proper sur¬ 
roundings and training, and stresses 
the duty of the child to apply, per¬ 
fect, and continue that experience 
of Christian truth and testimony. 

Too many careless individuals, 
who because of the desires of their 
own wicked hearts have abandoned 
the church and the Book, blame it 
on the parents. “They were too 
strict. We had to go to church too 
much. They made me go to Sunday 
school”—such are their excuses. Of 
course, we know that they are only 
excuses, not reasons. They are the 
refuge of the hypocrite who is not 
willing to face his own terrible re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The obligation is on each one of us 
to continue in the things we have 
learned, and if we do not, the judg¬ 
ment must come upon us. If we 
do, salvation and blessing will come 
to us, and we in turn will pass it 
on to others. 

May this lesson turn many an 
American home back to God'a way.
